The corn season so far lias been a very pe­ 
culiar one, starting out as it did under 
most favorable circumstances during the 
m onth of June, dry and cool, with just 
enough m oisture to keep the corn growing 
and put the fields in a condition for unin­ 
terrupted cultivation, until the first of July, 
but ever since that date the corn crop has 
been subjected, witli the exception of some 
lim ited areas in Ohio and Indiana, to such 
extremes of dry weather and heat, that the 
general prospects to-day point to a crop re­ 
duced in quantity and quality. 
The rains 
during the last ten days have been copious 
in Kansas and Nebraska, and a further re­ 
duction to the crop from drought has been 
stopped, but the season is now so far ad­ 
vanced that no am ount of rain can bring 
the corn crop up the condition of July 1. 
188G, and frosts before the second week in 
September would cause more than the 
usual destruction to the crop. 
Intim ately connected to the corn crop is 
the grass crop, and the Times' report shows 
that the crop was a fair one in m any lo­ 
calities, but as a whole a little below the 
yield of the grass crop of 1885. 
The grass 
was secured in exceptionally fine condition, 
and the quality of hay of this season is u n ­ 
surpassed. 
The oat crop, owing to the corn 
and pasturage situation, has not, and will 
not move very freely under existing cir­ 
cumstances. The rejiort also brings out 
the fact that the winter wheat crop in qual­ 
ity is excellent, thrashing out a little better 
than expected before the h arv est; that the 
m ovem ent from thrashing machines never 
was so large as it has been during the last 
forty days and a m uch larger percentage of 
the crop than usual will have been m ar­ 
keted before the opening of 1887.

W a s h in g t o n , August 13th.—It is asserted 
at the State Departm ent that there are no 
fresh developm ents in the Cutting case and 
that the attitude of tbe government has 
not changed in any respect. This case is 
the fruit of a natural friction or antagonism 
between the systems of Government of two 
peoples who differ radically in character 
and customs. The position we have taken 
is based upon the assumption that all m a­ 
terial facts and legal features of the case 
are as they have beer, set forth in corre­ 
spondence and reports already made public; 
but in the m atter involving possible war­ 
fare it is helil to be incum bent upon us to 
m ake sure that there is nothing ot im port­ 
ance beyond the official information al­ 
ready on haud. and to this end both efforts 
of the Departm ent are turned to the found­ 
ation. 
Once firmly laid the decision will 
have to be made, whenever the difference 
shall be found to exist, and shall be recon­ 
ciled through further efforts of diplomacy 
or by war, but in no event will this Gov­ 
ernm ent assent to the doctrine that an 
American citizen can be arrested, tried and 
punished abroad for an offense committed 
w ithin our own domain.

w ithout noticing the healthful look of the 
children, whose food consists largely of oat­ 
meal. compared with those fed on tine 
grains, or even groats, which are the same, 
only without the husks. This chaff or 
husk, however, which is left in the meal, 
contains some points that act as a stim u­ 
lant on tbe coats of the bowels to keep 
them active without medicine, and render 
the food of great benefit to the dyspeptic. 
There is no method of cooking oatmeal 
equal to the m aking of porridge, and when 
properly prepared it is generally- a favorite 
dish for breakfast. 
“ W hat makes your 
oatmeal porridge so good .’" is a frequent 
question in our house from strangers, and 
they think the meal m ust be of superior 
quality. But to prepare it properly the 
water m ust be boilipg, necessary 3ait added, 
and the oatmeal then stirred in slowly by 
sifting it through the fingers. The process 
m ust not be hurried if lum ps would be 
avoided. W hen it begins to boil up well, 
stop stirring and close the pot tightly. Set 
at the back of the stove while you cook the 
rest of the breakfast. 
Lift the porridge 
w ithout any more stirring, as it is this that 
breaks the grain and makes it waxy. The 
Scotch do not stir with a spoon, but with a 
smooth, flattened stick called a " spurtle,' 
that any one can n.ake according to their 
own idea. 
This gives more evenness to the 
m ixing, and if cooked in thi3 way the por­ 
ridge will be sweet, whole-grained and 
wholesome.—Annie /.. Jack, in Good House­ 
keeping. 


V o l a p u k .—The plan for a “ universal 
commercial language'' originated about five 
years ago by H err Sehleyer, of Switzerland, 
seems to be m eeting with greater favor than 
has been accorded other projects of the 
kind. 
It is reported that Volapuk is al­ 
ready spoken with facility by thousands of 
Europeans. Knowledge of it is being dis­ 
sem inated by fifty-three societies scattered 
over England, Germany. Austria, Sweden, 
Holland, Asia M inor and other countries.

I assisted in this by moving niy 
corps twelve iniies from Em m ettsburg to 
Gettysburg on the afternoon of Ju ly 1st, to 
help How ard after Reynolds fell. 
Also 
i by my letter to General Meade, written at 
Gettysburg at It o’clock on the night of 
July 1st. asking his 
approval 
of my 
inarch, m ade w ithout orders, and urging 
him 
to come to Gettysburg w ith his 
arm y, describing 
it 
as a good place 
to fight a battle, and pointing out to him 
that its weak place would be on his left, as 
it proved to he the next day, when I was 
left unsupported fur two hours to resist 
Longstreet's assault. After General Meade 
had brought his forces up to Gettysburg, 
and had rcconnoitered the position, he was 
dissatisfied, ar.d frequently spoke of it on 
the 2d of July as no place to tight a battle. 
He soexpressed him self in acouncii of war 
held on the night of the 2d. 
After this 
council had decided to stay and fight it out. 
General Slocum thus describes w hat took 
place. 
General 
Meade 
said: 
“ Well, 
gentlemen, 
the 
question 
is 
settled.

She 
has a steel hull, and her lower and top 
masts, bowsprit and jibboom are of the 
same m aterial, and her standing rigging, 
brace runners, halyards, etc.. are of iron 
rope. 
She is 270 feet long, 40 feet beam 
and 23 feet Si inches depth of hold, with a 
cargo capacity of 3.200 tons. 
She is com­ 
m anded by Captain Robert H aw thorne, 
whom the Sun pronounces a generous 
Irishm an, 32 years old, and Robert Mc- 
Neal. a young Belfast sailor, is chief m ate. 
The Lord Tem pleton is essentially an Irish 
ship. 
She was constructed in an Irish 
shipyard by Irish mechanics, and, with one 
exception, is m anned by an Irish crew. 
She is named after an Irish landlord, who. 
however, is represented as one who never 
"evicts," and she is owned by Irish m er­ 
chants. And last, but not least, from her 
m ainm asthead flies the Irish Ship Com­ 
pany's private flag, with a three-leaved 
sham rock outlined against a field of blue.

W hen M aximilian’s legions abandoned this 
vestige of aniiauity thev took care to dis­ 
m antle it so thoroughly that their brief but 
destructive away wrought more havoc than 
all the earthquakes which from time im m e­ 
m orial have had a habit of shaking up the 
place about every tenth year. 
Viewed from the castle ram parts the 
harbor—scooped out of the m ountains— 
looks like the nest of some huge am phib­ 
ious bird. Into and out of it the re-tless 
tides ebb and flow through a double chan­ 
nel, which was riven in the solid rock by 
som e convulsion of nature. Tradition says 
that lhere was once another entrance to the 
bay. but that an earthquake shut it up one 
sum m er’s night and opened the present 
channel, swallowing ail the shipping at 
one greedy m outhful, and m aking kind­ 
ling-wood of the frail houses alongshore.

came this way amounted to tbousauds of 
m illions ! 
Over that narrow path

Have advanced and retreated—and always 
witii the same result, v iz: If the arm y was 
large it was soon starved out of the coun­ 
try, and if sm all it was destroyed, for hu n ­ 
ger invariably devoured the greater bodies, 
and the ISntoc (natives) the lesser ones. 
T oday all is ts q u iit and solitary as the 
grave, and there is nothing to indicate that 
the spot has qver been the scene of so much 
c o r’ention. 
W hen Oortez buiit—in the neighboring 
State, Colima—those vessels that went in 
search of a northwest passage, Acapulco 
had nnt yet been discovered; but when the 
expedition returned from ¡to truitless quest 
it anchored in the m ountain-girt harbor. 
The discoveries of the intrepid navigator, 
M agellan, fixed the commercial character 
and importance of this seaport. 
lie had 
sailed through the straits that now bear his 
name, and had coasted northwestwardly as 
far as the border ; then from this port lie 
bore away to the spice islands, discovering 
the Philippine group, where the city of 
M anila was founded. 
By this voyage he 
dem onstrated that the advantages of a 
route across the Pacific were so greatly su­ 
perior to a voyage around Cape H orn as to 
justify the expense of land transit from 
Acapulco to V era Cruz, and reshipm ent at 
the latter port for Spain. After the Panam a 
Kaiiroad was constructed this dem onstra­ 
tion became valuable for other nations. 
The most practical advantage of the dis­ 
covery was the establishm ent of the annual 
M anila galleon, in which 
A MILLION SILVER DOLLAR? 
W ere regularly eent out every year, with 
w hich to purchase Oriental products for 
tlio consumption of Bpain and her Am eri­ 
can colonies. 
In this galleon sailed those 
holy Friars who went forth, with the cross 
in one hand and the sword in the other, to 
the spiritual conquest of India; and by 
the same route Spanish soldiers followed 
hard alter the priests, to add the temporal 
to the spiritual subjugation of the Oriental 
empire. To this harbor the galleon re­ 
turned, freighted with the rich m erchan­ 
dise of China, Japan and the Spice Islands. 
W hen its coming was announced, traders 
hastened hither from every corner of " New 
Spain ’’ to attend the annual fair; and 
then this now deserted village was u scene 
o f extraordinary activity. The harbor was 
crowded with email vessels from up and 
down the coast, which came to receive 
its share of the m am m oth cargo. Then 
•came the King’s i flicers, in surprising state, 
to look after the royal revenue; and in 
their train billowed a m ultitude of proud 
but speculative Castilian Dons, in m uch 
“ borrowed" (or stolen) pom p and splendor. 
Caravans of mules were summoned to 
transport the Spanish portion of the freight 
to Vera Cruz fur reshipm ent; m ultitudes of 
thieves, rohbers an« «aeradores (knights of 
the road)’’swarmed all alongthe w ay ; and 
in short, the population of Acapulco and 
its vicinage was enormously increased dur­ 
ing a few weeks' time. 
But as soon as the galleons had put off to 
eea again everything relapsed into the usual 
semi-eomatose condition, and remained 
more dpad than alive till next year’s return 
of the tleel. Such w'as the condition of the 
town when Mexico at last achieved her in­ 
dependence, after whieh epoch—there be­ 
ing then, as a m atter of course, no farther 
use hero for Spanish ships, King's officers 
or Castilian traders—the place appeared to 
die a natural death. A t any rate, Acapulco 
was irjgt to commerce for many years, until, 
at a comparatively recent period, it was 
m ade a sort ot half-way house on voyages 
between P jnam a and California. 
Now it 
carries on an extensive trade w ith San 
Francisco and Central America, as well as 
w ith the interior of Mexico. The chief ex­ 
ports arc cochineal, cocoa, indigo, wool and 
•k in s; the imports, cotton, tea. spices and 
hardware. 
W hen (if ever' the Morelas 
railroad is completed, Acapulco will be its 
term inus, and then the oid town will, no 
doubt, blossom out again into an im port­ 
ant commercial center. A t present, aside 
from its historic reminiscences, and the 
picturesque scenery of its land-locked b a r - ! 
b'-r. the principal object of interest to tbe 
traveler is the b'opeuduous cut called tbe I 
A ora de San Nicholas." which has been ! 
artificially made in the m ountain wall for 
adm itting sea breezes to Uie fever-hannted 
town. 
THE STATE OF GUERRERO 
W as so named in honor of the revolution- ! 


cry hero Don Vicente Guerrero, and has 
figured more conspicuously than any other 
in Mexico's long Biniggle for independence, 
hi its capital—a little village of less than j 
.3.000 inhabitants, 
named Obilpanirago. 
but more frequently called, with pride. 
La Cuidad fie I03 Bravos, “ tbe City oí 
P atrio ts”—the first National Congress of 
the Mexican Republic was called together. 
O ur fathers fought no m ore courageously 
i’ the American revolution, nor prolonged 
the struggle with less encouragement than 
these fathers of Mexico's independence. 
In this first Congress the llovvtr of the 
nation assembled, comprising such uis 
anguished heroes as Bustamente, the his­ 
torian; Iturbide, 
afterwards 
Em peror; 
Ignacio Pay on, Carroña, and others whose 
nam es are household words. 
V,'hen Ituibide m arched 
out of tlio 
capital with 5,000 eoldiers to capture the 
native patriot Guerrero—who, witli a hand­ 
ful of followers, was hiding in the sierras 
around Alcaputco—be hs.l no sooner en­ 
tered this State and m arked lhe pulse of 
th e people, than lie saw th at the cause of 
the oppressor was hopeless; and ho wisely 
lescived to east in his fortunes with the 
party of the future, rather than cling to the 
party whose days were numbered. There­ 
fore, instead of fulfilling Uis mission of 
engaging Guerrero in m ortal combat, ho 
invited that patriot to an amicable meeting 
(in January, 1.S21). and together they pro­ 
ceeded to the town of Iguala, where they 
drew up the celebrated "I'ia n ," by which 
tie "A rm y of the three G uarantees” — 
liberty, union and independence— speedily 
term inated the war and banished Spanish 
doiiiit.. tion torevir 
The 
State 
of 
Guerrero 
covers 
an 
area of little less than 61,000 square hilo- 
m etets, and is em inently an agricultural 
and m ining region, although at present— 
from lack of funds ami energy—ihe m in­ 
ing interest is at a standstill, notw ithstand­ 
ing the 
RICH PLACEIt DEVOS ITS. 
Every variety of m ost luscious tropical 
fruits abound in this section: also cotton, 
tobacco, rice, sugar-cane, medicinal plants, 
dye and precious woods; besides gold, sil­ 
ver, Iron, lead, copper, coal, cinnabar, pe­ 
troleum , platina, mercury, nitrate of potash 
and asbestos. Government lands srIt at the 
rate of 29 cents per American acre, and 
some of the most fertile sections are still 
unoccupied in the vicinity of the i’apa- 
guyo and Ometopec rivers, and between tbe 
slopes ol the Sierra Madre del S sr and the 
Tepo-tepec m ountains. 
In that section known as the'fieara Col­ 
orado a very curious but harmless cuta­ 
neous affection prevails, here known as 
quiricvra, which causes people to appear 
spotted, a? if paiu’ed all over the face and 
body in huge polka dots, and hence the 
natives are dubbed 1‘intot, or "painted peo­ 
ple.” 
T hat much more dreaded mental 
ditease, known to Uie world as Cretinism, 
is as alarm ingly prevalent in the m ountain 
valleys of Guerrero os in some portions of 
Switzerland. In Europe tbe<ii3easeis r.trelv 
encountered at a higher altitude than 3 000 
feet, and chiefly haunts valleys that are 
surrounded by high, steep walls of rock, 
that exclude tiie light and lim it free circu­ 
lation of air, but in Guerrero it appears to 
be confined to no fixed elevation or especial 
configuration of soil. Goitre is often found 
in connection w ith it, here as in the lower 
A l|,ine valleys, not only of Switzerland and 
Italy, but of the Pyrenees. Syria, India and 
( h int. The cause of cretinism is still im ­ 
perfectly understood, but the researches of 
the em inent scientist, Virchow, tend to the 
conclusion that it is merely 
A PHYSICAL DEGENERATION, 
Dependant upon the reception of an undue 
am ount of calcareous m atter into the sys­ 
tem, a"d, likegoitre, is confined exclusively 
to sections where calcareous waters alono 
are accessible to the inhabitants. Cretins, 
of whatever nationality, are always most 
pitiable objects ; but here they are regarded 
with a degree of veneration, or rather of 
religious superstition, as those who, from 
their state of fatuity, can commit 110 sin. 
They are invariably the most shameless, 
dirty and obscene creatures that the im ­ 
agination can conceive, w ith abnorm ally 
voracious appetites, tongue banging fr mi 
tbe open m outh, eyes small, nose fiat and 
broad, forehead retreating, complexion ca­ 
daverous, body dwarfish, legs rickety, and 
abdomen protuberant. 
Not only in Mexico, blit in other coun­ 
tries, m any philanthropic attem pts have 
been made to improve the condition of the 
Cretin, bv removing him in childhood from 
the locality of his birth, and by careful 
training, 
l’erhaps the most celebrated in ­ 
stitution in the world for this class of 
scm i-iaiots 1-1 t hut established by the good 
Dr. Guggenbubl. in the Abendberg, near 
Interlaken. Switzerland ; but ill spite of all 
that science can devise, not one case has 
ever been heard of where the miseries of 
Cretinism have been so much as mitigated. 
Happily it is a disease to which its victims 
are born—not 0110 that is liable to come 
ntK.ui persons late in life. 
F a n n ie B. W abd. 
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H ost H e Look to O utsiders. 
Every right carries with it and involves 
a duty ; and the assertion of the Monroe 
doctrine by the United States carries with 
it an obligation of duty in respect to 
Mexico. 
W hat is that duty ? Manifestly 
the duty which the strong owes to the 
weak. 
Not an offensive protectorate or 
meddlesome interference, 
but a kindly 
feeling ami policy; manifesting itself in 
acts that will tend to promote the pros­ 
perity of our neighbor, and bring ber will­ 
ingly in accord with our own interests and 
wishes. -Has that kindly feeling ever been 
m anifested ? To answer this question in­ 
telligently, one needs but to get a position 
outside of ourselves—more especially any­ 
where among the other people and Btates 
of the American Continent, north and 
south of our boundaries—when a little in ­ 
quiry 
will 
satisfy, 
that 
the United 
States 
is 
regarded 
very 
much 
in 
the light of a great, overgrown, 
im ­ 
mensely powerful “ bully,” from whom 
no 
favor 
and 
scant 
justice 
are 
to be expected under any circum stances; 
and who would never hesitate, if interest 
or selfish indifference prompted, to re- 
morsely tram ple down—in the old Anglo- 
Saxon spirit (and as it always has)—any 
weaker or inferior race, Mexicans, Indians 
or Chinese, the jxxir fishermen ot New­ 
foundland, or again the negro, if political 
sentim ent in respect to the latter was not 
running for the tim e being in another di­ 
rection. 
And it is safe to say that to-day 
there is not a nation or people on the foco 
of the globe, whieh is brought to intim ate 
contact with us, but fears and hates us; 
and that, apart fr.iDi conservation of tbe 
principle of free government, which the 
United States is believed to typify, would 
not be glad if the power of the Federal 
Government were by some contingency to 
be impaired or destroyed. 
I? it not time, 
therefore, that some steps should betaken 
to induce a different and a better state of 
feeling.—Hon. David A. WcUs.

out a vein of good ore forty feet in width, 
which runs from $130 to $1,200 per ton in 
silver and galena. 
A concentrator is soon 
to he erected on this lead, and several hun­ 
dred tons of ore are already on the dump. 
Mr. Spaulding visited Pine Creek, Evolu­ 
tion, Centerville, Nine Mile and other 
points, and says there is good ore enough 
in these places to keep sm elting works run­ 
ning for all time. 
M ining experts say that 
the Ccx-ur d’Alene m ines are better than 
Butte ever was, and their extent and rich­ 
ness are settled beyond question.

W eareto l i 
th at we cannot penetrare to the recesses of 
the sw am p in our Bivalve, and that even if 
we could, the snakes would drop down 
upon our heads from the overhanging 
branches, and black (lies and yellow flic > 
would surround us in devouring legion ! 
Secure in the possession of a pilot who has 
been there before on a " G overnm ent sur­ 
vey," and in all the boldness of our inex­ 
perience, we are no whit dismayed by these 
predictions. 
W e steam gayly past the Portsm outh 
Navy Yard, where the Dolphin lies quietly 
at anchor, cross the glittering Chesapeake, 
and enter the quiet canul—the canal more 
than a hundred years o ld, between Nor­ 
folk and the Passam agunk river. 
T his is 
surely a typical Southern scene! 
We 
gather in the bow and on the roof of the 
cabin to view the sandy reaches of shore, 
the pines, the "slack" Southern farm-yard 
w ith its superannuated horses, the green 
ribbon of the canal and its dusty white 
tow paths in vanishing perspective. 
There is a little stir of excitem ent as wo 
approach the first of the “ locks," which 
m ark a change of level in thcc.m al. Two 
huge gates set in massive stone masonary 
bar our passage, and when the first has 
shut behind us. a cataract of brown water, 
tum bling through the second in creamy 
l'oam, raises us in a few m oments to tbe 
higher level, and we glide easily forward. 
A t the second of these locks, a complicated 
affair with three gates, we step on shore 
and up the granite 
¡>.3 and through the 
dusty grass in t!ie warm sunshine. Three 
or four negro women and boys arc balanc­ 
ing 011 their heads great baskets of straw ­ 
berries, fresh from a neighboring field. 
Under a spreading tree we bargain for this 
unexpected complement to our luncheon— 
wild-tinvorod Dismal Swam p strawberries. 
Again we are clustered at the bow, 
among heaped cushions, and under parti­ 
colored um brellas, pushing our way deeper 
into the wilderness. Occasionally the boat 
lurches against an overhanging branch, or 
shivers and jtrs as it strikes s uno hidden 
snag. 
W hite wiiter-liilies giiiier almost 
w ithin reach, ami the stately magnolia lifts 
her pure cupa at u tantalizing bight. 
A 
horse and cart overtake us, moving briskly 
along the tow-path, and their owner, intro­ 
ducing him self us Mr. Wallace, actouts us 
w ith a cordial saluation, and the offer of a 
truly Southern hospitality. 
Presently he 
whips up and disappears in a cloud ot dust, 
and we picnic in the s¡ern. and are leisure­ 
ly finishing our strawberries when the 
hell rings and the boat stops at Walluoe- 
town. 
T he visible features of the place are a 
dingy white "store," where Mr W allace's 
" hands ” are supplied, crowded with the 
uforesaid " hands,” 110 doubt, in all shatles 
of color end picturesque peculiarities of 
costume and attitude : :» pretty white farm- 
h tuse, very Southern-looking, with wide 
piazzas and a lattice covered with rid rotes 
and honeysuckle; a sandy soil and a sm il­ 
ing farm , reclaimed from this tangled bog; 
and higher up, a large saw-ntill and lum ­ 
ber-yard fragrant, with its yellow piles. Mr. 
W allace comes forward to meet us and 
speed us on our way, and we soon hear of 
a curiously modern anachronism in this 
still o u l-o fthe-way-spot—a •'strik e ” in 
the Dismal SwantpI 
The men at Wallace- 
town have " struck " fur higher wages and 
are lying idle. 
They 
gel seventy-five 
cents u day and are lodged rent free. 
Mr. 
W allace says that he cannot afford to pay 
m ore in the present state of the lum ber 
m arket. 
They tell us that our little tog, which 
draws throe and a half feet of water, will 
not take us further than the m ain canal, 
w here it branches off into a still narrower 
inlet—three ru les of desolate m arsh and 
brown water—to Lake Drum m ond, in the 
very heart of the Dismal Swamp. 
Mr. 
W allace puts his skiff at our disposal for 
the expedition, and at the place just above, 
where there is no “ strik e” yet, we can 
presa a couple of negroes into our service 
to propel this curious craft. It is now 
m id-afternoon, and we are forced to debate 
the propriety of penetrating further, bnt 
the advice of our warm-hearted host and 
our own adventurous spirits get the bettor 
of our prudence, and we enter upon the 
wildest and moat characteristic part of the 
excursion. 
T be long wooden skifl', or “ lighter,” 
w ith seats along both side and shawls 
draped upon the framework by way of an 
awning, with two tall black fellows In the 
stern who push with long poles, steals si­ 
lently up the grim inlet, overhung with 
rank growths of cedar andjcypress and juni­ 
per, and the lesser magnolia, or “ swamp 
laurel,” with masses of Virginia creeper 
and beds of gigantic reeds and tall brakes. 
W e think of Longfellow’s “ H unted Ne­ 
gro." 
Where will-o’-the-wisps and glow-worms shine 
In buiru-h and iu brake, - 
Where waving mosses shroud the pioe, 
And lhe ct-dar grove, aud the poisonous vine 
is spotted like the snake ; 
Where hardly a human foot could pass, 
Ur a human heart would dare. 
On the quaking turf of the groen morass 
lie crouched in the rank and tangled gross 
Like a wild hens', iu his loir. 


W c can alm ost sec the half-ridden form 
of the miserable runaway, as he listens 
despairingly to thedistant bay ofthe blood­ 
hound orth o steps of his pursuers crashing 
through the marshy thicket. 
Beautiful, treacherous Dismal Swamp 1 
Fatally poisoned, it would seem, by these 
memories of the wrongs of the black m an 1 
In the midst of this fair desolation, they 
tell us, 2,000 negroes are “ loggmg" to-day, 
“ worse oil than in the old slavery d ay s; 
for they can barely m ake a living, and 
there is no one to care for them in sickness 
or old age. 
Ignorant, wretched, poverty- 
stricken, anim al lives I 
We m ust presently 
pass one of their huge “ lighters,” w ith its 
yellow cypress and juniper logs, the ends 
marked with red or blue chalk, scattering 
aromatic odors; tbe wild, picturesque fig­ 
ures and somber stolid faces of tbe loggers, 
the red flannel shirts contrasting with the 
shining black skins and old felt hats shad­ 
ing heavy, brutalized, or grotesque features. 
At the last “ lock “ a log cabin which 
ought to make tbe fortune of any artist is 
perched high 
upon 
tbe wild bank—a 
squalid cabin, with its m ud chim ney and 
indescribable surroundings of household 
utensils and debris—the curly black beads 
of wild-looking children thrust through 
the w indow s: lean hounds “ snooping” 
about the yard ; a couple of black men in 
nondercrfpt rags, and, strangest of all, a 
white, or octoroon, woman sitting m otion­ 
less, utterly unm oved by our coming, her 
sad. white, vacant countenance, with nn- 
seeing eyes fixed upon us. 
W hat must 
their lives be. here in the heart of the 
gre-’t Dismal Swamp? 
On the opposite bank six or eight hol­ 
lowed logs, set up end-wise, form curious 
prim itive bee-hives, and the m urm uring 
swarm of their inmates suggests to some ot 
us the idea of obtaining some honey. 


“ You-alla eatt't git any honey now,” ia the f 
reply, in the plaintive negro sing-song; I 
" dis ycrc tim e dcy don't get nothin' hut ¡ 
pisen flowers." 
“ Áre there many snakes 
in tho sw am p?” wo asked. "O h , yee. 
deru's right sm art o’ moccasins.” 
"A n y 
m alaria?” 
“ We all has de shakes bad.” 
There are no particular complaints, hut 
ttirre is a hopeless cast o f melancholy, a 
dreary, sodden look on alm ost every face. 
It is a relief when we meet and hail a boat­ 
load of young sportsm en— Northerners ap­ 
parently—wilh guns and fishing tackle; 
the athletic youthful farms in v.hite flan- 
litis, bending to the oars, and the glowing. ‘ 
m anly faces upturned to ours with a lock 
of interest. 
At last, down the interm inable straight 
vista ol'intense green glooms, the tunereal 
juniper, the feathery, gracetul cypress, the 
glossy-leaved m agnolia,with its thick ivory 
cups of an intoxicating sweetness, we see 
beneath and beyond a perfect arch of foli­ 
age a gleam of white light—the Lake of the 
Dismal Sw 1 p t 
Nett ing could bo more 
wild than the scene w lift'd meets cur eyes 
as we glide sm oothly under the arch, and 
in u m om ent our fruit craft is rocking on 
these remote waters. T he chango is start­ 
ling trom the stillness of the l ing canal to 
the wild waves of this inland sea, breaking 
in sheets oi' the color of black coffee, aud 
tossing their spray fur up among 
the 
branches of the trees. 
For the effect ia 
hiebteued, not only by tbs color of the 
water— “ juniper wu' •••, ’ 1 :... red it. und 
it is clear as aaxb-.r -m i fi 
uts to the 
ta s te—but by ; o I ufing wrecks and hol­ 
low stum ps < ’ gigantic cvpr b-c? whieh 
stand knee dcrpalt mim d th esh o rean d far 
out into the lake. T in ir gnarled and t* ist- 
ed boughs nu ke one shudder as he recalls 
Dore’s trees in tuc " Inferno,'1 with their 
w rithing for : « of half hum an agony. 
Lake D rum m ond ia seven miles ioug, they 
tell us, and only eight feet*deep in tlio cen­ 
ter. This shallowness doubtless explains 
som ething of i:a turbulence, which is i ide- 
tcribuble and som ewhat alarm ing, in the 
m idst of this sunken ami half-sunken for­ 
est. 
(We learned afterwards that on the 
day following our visit a boat struck one of 
these snags aud came near sinking) 
Wc 
anchor to a log for a few m inutes,anu then 
set out 011 our return,w ith a haunting men­ 
tal picture of w hat superstition still term s 
the “ haunted lake," which i:°gr.} “ log­ 
gers” still believe to be traversed by the 
fire-fly lam p and tho white canoe" of the 
lost maiden. 
I t is not necessary to dwell upon tho re­ 
turn—the sunset, the ihreuteiiiug masses of 
clouds, the sudden darkness aud sudden 
thunder-storm , the alternate 
flashes of 
lightning and "silver tangle” of m yriads of 
fireflies. 
Protected by our watcr-proufs, we 
huddle under the awning, or in Iho dark 
little cabin, when tho rain falls hardest, 
singing “ plantation mehKliea” and telling 
ghost stories. It has partially cleared again 
when we reach the little b-ackwoods settle­ 
ment at Giiinanton Locks, and see by tho 
light of s waying lanterns a cro wd 01 black 
faces gathered en the hank. 
In bright and 
wonderful contrast to the rust nret lie eager, 
sm iling faces of two “ Ham pton students,” 
im patient to greet their old teachers. 
Une young man, a graduate, is teaching 
school with success in the litiio log scho-il- 
house ; aud tho other, who left in her junior 
year, a handsome, neatly-clad girl, is also 
teaching, and does great honor to H am p­ 
ton. 
A?, after the cordial recognitions, 
salutations arid inquiries on either side in 
tho strange semi-darkness, we swing off 
again down the canal, let ing the plaintive 
strains of the "8tiw anec Itiver" float back 
for a "good-by,” we feel that we have had 
one glance of hopeful brightness 011 the 
dark hum an life of the Dismal 8 wamp.— 
Elaine Qooitale in Chicago Herald.

The 
c«)i)d it ions for observing it arc more favor­ 
able than the’/ were in the tot id eclipsas of 
1883 and 1836 when the lines of totality 
passed almost entirely over the southern 
Pacific ocean. Doubtless a-tronomers will 
be on hand at many, points to oheerve the 
eclipse. In Hoatnn the eclipse b^in? at Gh. 
16iu. a m. (a little more than an hour :it’»er 
ennrise), continues 22m. and ends at 8h. 
38m. a m. 
It is so slight thnt ii will Jjardly

It 
further says: 
' Water should be drunk 
cool, but not iced, with the juice of a quar­ 
ter or half a lemon in it. 
Mineral water 
should also be drank with a dash of lemon. 
Water abouid always be swallowed slowly. 
It te not the stomach which ia dry. but the 
mouth and throat. 
If you toss off a drink 
of water yon throw it through your mouth 
and throat into your stomach, without do­ 
ing the former any good, ‘while you injure 
the latter by loading it with what it does 
not require' 
Drink slowly, and keep the 
water in your mouth for a moment when 
you begin. 
If you work in m hot room in 
"hot weather, tie a damp cloth around your 
temples, and you will not experienoe'half 
the craving for drink 
you

would."

SOME PLAIN WORDS. 


We h ave it, upon the authority of many 
of our recent guests, that Sacramento 
would have had fully two or three times 
the number present Wednesday and Thurs­ 
day had it been clear to them that the ex­ 
cursion was to be such a grand affair—in 
short, it 
leaked 
out 
that 
misrepre­ 
sentations had been made to them about 
Sacramento at San Francisco. 
Thus, they 
were told that it was the last place on 
God’s foot-stool to v isit; that dust, heat 
and extortionate boarding-house keepers 
compose the Capital C ity; that no prep­ 
arations had been made to receive that 
were suitable to the guests or the occasion ; 
that really Sacramento did not propose to 
do much, and could not if she tried. 
In 
fact, our guests declined to repeat all that 
was told to them in San Francisco deroga­ 
tory of this city, and of course they de­ 
clined to say who 
made these state­ 
ments. 
But 
they admitted 
that 
the 
coldness and silence of the San 
Fran­ 
cisco press concerning the trip strength­ 
ened the very unfavorable 
impression 
given them by personal statements. Under 
this belief, many of them left their wives 
in San Francisco, and came Itere as a mat­ 
ter of duty to make a showing, and hun­ 
dreds of others went through the city 
without stopping. 
When those who accepted our invita­ 
tion came, however, to their astonishment 
they found here the broadest hospitality 
anywhere extended to them. 
Governor 
Alger, at the banquet, declared the Sacra­ 
mento demonstration of friendliness and 
honest greeting to have eclipsed all others. 


They found a city overflowing with unos­ 
tentatious welcome, whose people took 
them to their homes and seated them at 
their domestic boards. 
They found our 
men,’ women and children as a unit de­ 
voted to entertaining them. 
They were 
conveyed, by private and public convey­ 
ances, here and there as they desired ; they 
were taken into the fruit and vine country 
and back by special train, without cost; 
they were feasted and wined and dined 
and lodged, and entertained by music, spec­ 
tacular display and by varied exhibitions 
of domestic prod nets and of art works; 
their sick were cared for, and every per­ 
sonal attention extended one could show 
to a member of bis own family. 
They 
were not marched about and made a show 
of, and then sent away. 
In short, while 
they were loud in praise of the liberality 
and enthusiasm of all other places visited, 
they found here greater 
breadth and 
heartiness of greeting, more personal at­ 
tention dind careful ministration to their 
comforts, less formality and red tape, less 
inarching and tramping, and less occasion 
for expenditure of money or energy than 
anywhere else. 
They found the weather 
not at all oppressive—indeed, just right— 
and the night, as hundreds exclaimed, 
“ simpiy 
perfect.” 
There 
were 
but 
three 
things 
with 
which 
they 
found fault; they could not eat enough to 
satisfy the hosts, carry away enough to 
please the givers, nor find time enough to 
“ take in ” all that had been provided for 
tbeir entertainment. 
We have no disposi­ 
tion to boast overmuch of Sacramento's 
reception— it was a hearty and appropriate 
demonstration, and the plain and simple 
truth is boast enough. 
If it was by others 
deemed eo superior, we have only to say 
that it was the result of sincerity and good 
taste. 
We certainly should not again have 


referred to this subject except to |>oiut a 
lesson and put on record the fact that Sar- 
ramonto was 
shabbily treated by San 
Francisco, and that our guests arc wit­ 
nesses to the fact. 
It i- unpleasant to do 
this, but the offense has been so often re­ 
peated that patience is no longer a virtue. 
The guests of the State, not of San Fran- 
ciseo alone, looked in vain In the press o f 
that eitv for any stall,twins above mere 
generalities that • .a ■ iirrtzed them to come 
here, and thi- fa. t. etc pled with the pri­ 
vate misreprese¡itatic.:». made to them, im­ 
pressed them unfav».rafily regarding the 
trip. 
When next .' .in Francisco asks in­ 
terior favor for her - pt ir. 1 benefit, it may 
be well to remember that she does n it rec­ 
ognize tbe obligations of neighborly reci­ 
procity. 
Certainly tin committees at the 


B ay were free from blame. 
We know they 
favored the excursion, that they bought 
a 
large 
block 
of 
tickets 
for 
it, 
and used their influence to conserve it- 
But they were very busy committees, and 
the positions they held to the guests made 
their solicitations take on a “ matter of 
course” air. 
A vulgar prejudice exists 
against Sacramento at the metropolis be­ 
cause it is the Capital City, and not a sub 
urb of San 
Francisco. 
This is a well 
known fact, and has long been recognized 
by our people. 
We can wring commenda­ 
tory expression from our self-sufficient 
brethren of the peninsula only when it 
would he wicked stubbornness to refuse, and 
only when the truth and the fact are so 
forcefull as not to be denied. 
Possibly 
there may he a change tu these conditions 
some day. 
Possibly some day the journal­ 
ism of San Francisco will be less selfish, 
broader in its conception of wliat consti' 
tutes a State, and more generous in its 
treatment of the valley interior; but we 
fear it will not come about in many a 
year, since the force of habit and the sel­ 
fishness of prejudice are as lasting as life. 


MEXICAN ANNEXATION. 


Some good will grow out of this Cutting 
aflitir. 
It will augment the knowledge of 
our people regarding the Mexicans and 
their methods, and confirm the belief that 
annexation chatter is folly. 
The republic 
is our neighbor, it is true, but as we un­ 
derstand republics it is incomplete, and is 
as distant in sentiment from us as if it 
were not next to us. 
The independence of 
the States surpasses that of our American 
States, and cripples the General Govern 
ment sadly. 
The aflairs of the nation are 
are 
administered very differently from 
those 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
The 
constitution 
of 
the 
population 
of 
M exico so widely differs from ours that 
American methods and systems would be 
wholly inapplicable. 
The elective fran 
chise is not the power in Mexico that it i 
with us. 
Elections are almost farcical in 
the manner of their manipulation, and 
genuine patriotic manifestation of regard 
for the republic is exceedingly rare. 
The 
mass of the people are so little attached to 
republican institutions that on the slight­ 
est pretext they plunge into revolutions. 
There is some loyalty to republican prin­ 
ciples, some sincere attachment to demo­ 
cratic forms and truths, hut as a whole the 
republic is not anchored ir. the hearts of 
the people. 
At this moment its greatest 
strength, its cohesion and its vigor is de­ 
pendent upon the personality in the E x­ 
ecutive chair, rather than in the convic­ 
tions of the people regarding free govern­ 
ment. Forty-two per cent, of the population 
is of mixed and Indian blood, with no at­ 
tachment, worthy the name, for the repub­ 
lic. 
Listlessness and sliiftlessness prevai 
in the rural parts, and lawlessness and a 
revolutionary spirit upon 
the borders. 
The powers of the Executive and of the 
so-called representative bodies more closely 
resemble monarchical authority than would 
be jiossible in our own country. 
The 
nation 
as 
a 
whole 
is 
behind 
the 
age, ridden 
by old 
superstitions, and 
chained to a past that has no particle of 
sympathy with the progressive present. 
It is not such a country, or any part of it 
we want, for not over 7 per cent, of its citi­ 
zens would make good Americans. 
A 
standing army is maintained as large as 
that of the L’nited States, and a propwsi- 
tion is in hand to speedily augment it. Yet 
with an army of the same strength we 
maintain free government among fifty m ill­ 
ions more people. 
The majority of the 
inhabitants of 
Mexico 
are combative; 
lovers of personal liberty, hut unwilling to 
accord it to all classes ; the slaves of im­ 
pulse and the creatures of political inca­ 
pacity and demagogical leaders. 
The bet­ 
ter class of the people are generous, ex­ 
ceedingly polite, hospitable, warm-hearted 
and the friends of education, scientific 
progress and a pitire democracy. 
I!ut these 
unfortunately are in the minority. 
So 
wc 
do not want. Mexico, 
We 
could 


not govern it by our system now, and a 
century of time would not adapt it. 
The 
idea of annexing such a country is chimeri­ 
cal and uneconomic. 
No matter what the 
difficulties that may arise between the two 
nations, one thing is certain we do not want 
any Mexican territory, or a population 
that has no sympathy in common with us 
and that entertains for us only hatred. 


THE EUROPEAN SCUM, 


An American lawyer who recently inter­ 
viewed a leading German statesman, re­ 
ports that the latter said: “ If America, 
will only shut down on Anarchism and 
close her ports to noted Anarchists, we 
will stamp it out in no time.” 
If the man 
said that he is not statesmanlike. 
If Ger­ 
many had not been the hot-bed of Anarch­ 
ism these many years, America would have 
had small trouble from them. 
The Ger­ 
man Government never commits itself to 
any such foolish statements as above re­ 
ported. 
In truth it desires to encourage 
the departure from the empire of all An­ 
archists. 
Nothing would lie more wisely 
economic than such a policy as would af­ 
ford these fellows good opportunities to 
leave German soil. 
If wc close our ports 
against Anarchists there will be no growl­ 
ing on this side. 
Such exclusion should 
be our policy. 
We quarantine against 
disease; why not against the destruetion- 
ists, whose labors take a more vicious di­ 
rection than any ailment can, and result 
in greater harm than flow from epidemics. 
The latter assail 
only 
the 
body, the 
former strike at the foundations of law, 
order and established government. 
But 
how such a policy on our part can aid Ger­ 
many to do that she has the power to do 
now is not clear. 
It may be more difficult 
for the offending Anarchist in Germany, 
with the ports of America closed, to elude 


German search ; but, we repeat, we do not 
set why German authorities should not be 
glad to have the fellows "go.” If Germany 
acted the full, fair piari of a lofty-minded 
nation, it would not ship it- vicious popu­ 
lation to us. 
It would put up the bars at 
German ports against the exodus. 
The 
Chicago Times puts it about right when it 
says: 
Let Germany stop inundating this country 
w ill; paupers and criminals, and !et the same 
suggestion be made to all other foreign Govern­ 
ments. 
The labor troubles which allliet this 
country, the riots, the social disturbances of ali 
kinds,"the majority of the crimes committed, 
the preponderance <51 the inmates o fth e jm n i 
live establishments, are either directly or indi­ 
rectly due to foreign importations. 
Let these 
countries stop this supply and there will be no 
trouble In the United tóales. There is 
in the history of the country a single social dis­ 
turbante of any m agnitude that is due to the 
native element. 
In is element .loes not ri -t. 
nor strike, nor develop Anarchism. 
Among all 
the people who have appeared in the pending 
Anarchist trials to their disadvantage, there is 
tint a single American. 


menace to orderly government throughout

THE CUTTING CASE. 


The claim of the Mexicans in the Cut­ 
ting ease is that it is also enforcing Texan 
laws, that happen to be precisely the >-ame 
as Mexican laws regarding 
libel. 
It 
should be enough for Mexico to adminis­ 
ter her own laws. 
Cutting published life 
libel on American soil. 
It was an ofiense 
under the Texan Code. 
Had it been p ub­ 
lished on Mexican soil it would have been 
an offense against the Mexican Code. 
But 
because the two codes alike recognize the 
crime, should that justify trial in either 
country for the commission of an offense 
in the other ? 
It must be understood that 
the Penal Code oí Mexico provides that 
an offense committed by a foreigner in a 
foreign country may come within the 
jurisdiction of Mexican Courts, provided 
ihe foreigner is taken upon Mexican soil, 
and provided also that the offense with 
w hich he is charged is a crime according 
to the law of the place where it is com­ 
mitted as 
veil as according to Mexican 
law. 
Obviously we cannot recognize this 
as authorizing the seizure of one of our 
citizens on Mexican soil for an ofiense 
committed in our territory. 
Cutting bad 
fir-t published his libel in Mexico. 
He 
was arrested and signed a retraction. 
He 
then came over into Texas and reproduced 
and added to the libel, saving that the re­ 
traction was made under duress. 
Going 
again over the line and circulating his 
paper in Mexico, he was arrested, tried 
and convicted, and has been sentenced. 
This is the whole of the case. 
AVc have 
no sympathy with Cutting. 
He is an ass. 
He has deliberately provoked this trouble 
and hopes for notoriety from it. 
But the 
principle involved is one of great im­ 
portance to preserve; to wit, that for an 
offense committed on American soil by an 
American citizen no foreign power shall 
take the offender. 
The one thing that 
may take the case outside of the principle, 
ar.J keep Cutting in prison to the end of 
his term, is the fact of his circulating the 
libel in printed form in Mexican territory. 
If that was “ uttering and publishing,” as 
usually understood, it is likely he will be­ 
held. 
H is friends claim that as 
the 
ofiense originated in Texas, the circulation 
in 
Mexico constituted no new offense. 
And here the case rests. 
Our belief is 
that Cutting is unlawfully held. 


THE GYÜLAI-JANSKI AFFAIR. 


News notes have spoken of the desire of 
the Austrian Emp-eror to quiet the ill feel­ 
ing among the Magyars, due to the Gyulai- 
Janski affair. This episode has stirred the 
Hungarians deeply, and if there is any one 
thing Austria avoids it is excitement in 
Hungary, except when Hungarians are 
needed to do battle. 
A little less than 
three months ago, some Austrian soldiers 
at Buda-Pesth decorated with evergreens 
the monument of llenzi, the Austrian 
General who fell before the Hungarian 
assault on Buda-Pesth in 1849. 
General 
Janski, commanding a brigade, was a par­ 
ticipant in the decoration. This brought a 
mob of Hungarians to his house, which 
broke in the windows and heaped indignity 
upon the General, who fled the city. Gen­ 
eral Ijcopold von Edisheim-Gyulai was in 
command in the city, and ignored the 
assault upon Janski. 
Thereupon the peo­ 
ple concluded that Gyulai approved of 
their assault upon Janski, but the Austrian 
soldiery, and most of the rank of the army, 
stood by the cause of the fleeing General, 
holding that he had exercised a personal 
privilege in crowning the monument with 
bays ; and eo a complaint went up to the 
Emperor against Gyulai as too partial to 
the Hungarian element for an Austrian 
commander. H e possesses large - tates in 
Hungary, and having lived a dozen years 
or moro at Heath, bad every reason to keep 
on good terms with the people. 
The out­ 
cry made against him led him to tender 
his resignation, by which the army lost its 
finest cavalry officer. 
The Emperor ac-1 
ceptcd the resignation. 
A Croatian was 
given the place,General Pejacsevics. At the 
same time he distinguish»! Janski by pro­ 
motion, and put Gyulai on the retired list, 
From these acta the Magyars drew the 
conclusion that the reward of Janski and 
the removal of Gyulai were to be con­ 
strued as a rebuke to tbe Hungarian ele­ 
ment and the spirit and unity that keeps 
it together in the seeming of nationality, 
notwithstanding 
the union that binds 
Hungary to Austria, and gives the former 
almost equivalent power in tbe legislative 
halls with the latter, and that recognizee 
and upholds certain prerogatives of Hun­ 
gary. 
On this subject, therefore, tbe Em­ 
peror is to explain himself, and bring calm 
to a small sea of trouble. 


T he defense of the Chicago Anarchists 
was as amusing as it was insulting. 
In 
effect these bomb-throwere who killed and 
wounded the officers of the law, defended 
on the ground that if the police had not 
interfered with, the \n a whist demonstra­ 
tion, no harm would have resulted. 
The 
burglar, thief and robber could with just 
as much justice and propriety make a 
like defense. 
Of course, all the destruc­ 
tion’-:- v, at is to be “ let alone.” Of 
course this peculiar defense is grounded 
in the 
- ;m¡ tion that the Haymarket 
assemblage '- as lawful, and that the police 
should not have approached it. 
But it 
will occur to every citizen that the police 
had a right in the street; that it was its 
duty to be there and approach the me- 
ing; that if it was a lawful meeting its 
promoters had no reason to fear the police. 
Then, too, it 
is passing strange 
that 
the men composing a lawful meeting, one 
not infringing any right, should lit- armed 
with short fuse dynamite : cm -.

DISASTROUS 
IXCFNDIARY 
CON­ 
FLAGRATION AT FOLSOM. 


M ore th a n H a lf th e B u sin ess Sec­ 
tio n D estro y ed —Loss F u lly $150,- 
OOO—P a rtia l In su ran ce. 


Yesterday afternoon about 3 o’clock, in 
the town of Foisom, in this county, twenty- 
two miles from this city, on the Sacramento 
Valley Railroad, a fire broke out time 
proved great y destructive, destroying half 
thebusdnes: ection of the place. As soon 
us p.icsibie. tin engine, with two water ears, 
v,-a- sent 1 im this city by the railroad 
mpany. 
Warden McCotnb sent a force 
of guards from the State Prison, a mile 
away, who did excellent service in cheek­ 
ing li e tire. 
The news of the heavy loss, 
estimated at $150,000, was received in this 
ity with universal expressions o' regret 
.■id warm sympathy for the people of Fol­ 
som. 
A reporter of the R ecoed-U b io n , 
■ ffspatched to th e scene of th e disaster, 
specially telegraphs these details

; osterday a fire broke out in Chas. Weber's 
harness shop, on the east side of Sutter 
street, in the upper part of the business 
portion of town. 
The llames spread to 
Miller’s furniture and undertaking estab- 
ltsi ment, on the south, and on the same 
side of the stieet Muller's watchmaking 
establishment, 
tbe 
German Hotel, C 
Zimmerman, proprietor ; Schuttler, shoe­ 
maker; Adams'blacksmith shop and House’s 
marble works. 
It then crossed Sutter 
s eet to the Central Hotel and the Natoma 
V. aery, and from there to the Natoma 
t unpsny’s 
drying 
establishment. 
It 
crossed from the German Hotel to Miss 
Mills' millinery store, and next to Sperry’s 
blacksmith shop, destroying it, Mrs Fos­ 
ter's dwelling and livery stable, a barber 
shop, Judge C’rossett’s office, and L. T. 
Yager - saloon and restaurant. From there 
it spread to the railroad property, destroy­ 
ing the woodsheds and 201 or 300 cords of 
wood, burning the track in front of the sheds 
a distance of 250 feet; 
J. F. Klump’s 
grocery, Brown & Yager’s hardware store, 
Grace’s hotel, Hockel’s barber-shop, Mrs. 
Lewis frame building, Kcklon A Gable's 
butcber-jhop. 
L. 
Joergger's boot-maker 
shop, Louis Klump’s saloon, and many 
other buildings of little value. This con­ 
flagration is the most serious that has 
taken place in this town for many years, 
destroying nearly the entire business por­ 
tion of ihe place. Tbe town has no sys­ 
tem of waterworks, and the tire was be­ 
yond control from tbe moment it started, 
leaping from building to building and 
across tbe streets with remarkable rapid­ 
ity. 
Men with buckets did what they 
could to check its progress, but once under 
headway the citizens could but look on and 
see tbeir property consumed, powerless to 
cheek it. The railroad company sent a 
locomotive from 
Sacramento with two 
water tanks, and did excellent service, and 
to this assistance the saving of the balance 
of the town is due. By tbeir use there 
were saved 1,000 cords of wood, Foster’s 
lumber yard and other property.

The fire, it is claimed, was set by a man 
by tbe name of Henry Weber, a drunken, 
goiid-for-notbing individual, who, it is re­ 
ported, has threatened to burn the town 
to-night. 
H e is sleeping off a drunk be­ 
neath the trees near the railroad station, 
everyone refusing to have anything to do 
with him.

e-t point in Death Valley, Col. 11. B. W ill­ 
iamson, in his report on tho geology of 
California, makes it 175 feet below sea level. 
A lthough a dreary rogi n enough and 
very hot in sum m er, it is by no means the 
fearful place th at m any have described it as 
being. Death Valley proper is about thirty 
m iles long and ten m ilts wide; therefore, 
were a m an placed in the middle of it he 
wouid have to travel only about five miles 
to reach the hills by which it is snrrouned. 
Furnace Creek, mentioned above, was so 
named for the reason th at hero were found 
the ruins of fornácea used by llio Mor­ 
m on’s during B uchanan's A dm inistration 
in 1857, for sm elting lead for bullets. 
It is 
said th at the lead mines at this place were 
known to the Indians long before any whites 
were in the country. The veins, which 
are of argentiferous galena, are found in 
the face of an alm ost perpendicular clitT, 
and are front one to five feet in width. 
The creex has ila source in H udiey springs, 
ivmi has a volume of ab ut 100 inches. In 
the distance of four or five miles, however, 
this (low sinks -n the tands and is lost. 
Thu place where the em igrants lo t tiieir 
lives in 1850 is not iu Doaih Valley, but at 
Lost Wag n Spring», on tlie north border 
of the valiey 
Many rem ains and wrecks 
of wagons still lie strew i about tlie-e 
sp iints, the -water of which is htrongly 
alkaline. 
Some writers havo deseribwi Death V al­ 
ley as being alm ost 09 fatal to life as was 
th at which surrounded tho fabled upas 
tree in the Island cf Java, asserting that 
birds that attem pt to fly over the val'ey 
drop dead. 
A Mr. Ilaw kins, of Californi i, 
seems to have some faith in this story. H e 
says : 
" It has !>'- n stated th¡vt birds at­ 
tem pting to fiv across the valley drop 
dead. 
W hile the writer cannot verify this 
by ocular proof, he has picked up at differ­ 
ent time* two little birds whose txufies 
were still quite warm, having evidently 
just dropped dead." 
H aw kins aiso says : 
"T h e dryness of the air is so excessive that 
m oisture is w ithdraw n from the body 
faster than it can be supplied through the 
system. 
From this cause frequent cases 
of death have occurred when water was 
plenty, but which could not be drank fast 
enough to supply the drain caused by the 
dessicative power of the dry, hot air.” 
We 
shall not dispute w hat Mr. H aw kins says 
of the death, but wo can r.ot agrco with 
him us to the cause. W e are of the opin­ 
ion that, owing to the rapid evaporation of 
the large quantifies of wuier drank, the 
persons ot whom he sp >ska were frozen to 
death.— Dayton (jYev } iVevw 


Tho hlvlfeionH of Tlois. 
The natnial divisions of tim e arc tho 
year 3nd tho day. The week is arbitrary, 
being probably derived from consideradora 
(\r»t tjtiegestsd by the finp chapter pf Gen­ 
esis. 
The moil ill, tie ugh originally in ­ 
tended to be the tim e from one new moon 
fo the te xt, iie.s, of necessity, departed from 
this id-'a, in ordor to m ake an even num ­ 
ber in the year. The decade and the cen­ 
tury arc purely artificial, deduced fr mi our 
system of num bering. 
B ut the day und 
the year, the one derived from the reap­ 
pearance of light and darkness, the other 
m easnring the round of tho seasons, are 
universally adopted units of time, suggest­ 
ing themaelvta alike toctiltured and savage, 
and which wo cannot think will ever be 
snpereedtsl. The year is the lim e of the 
revolution of the earth around the sun. Its 
m easure is m ost easily obtained by the 
reappearance of the sun at tho sam e alti­ 
tude in the sky. 
Every one knows that it 
is higher in suium r than in winter, if 
the circle of the earth’s equator were ex­ 
tended right out from the center of the earth 
into the skv, it would cut ont a circle there 
which is caí led the celestial equator. Now the 
sun crosses this line in tho spring north­ 
ward. arriving at its greatest altitude in the 
m iddle of sum m er; thence it discernís, 
crossing the line southward in the fall,ami 
reaching its lowest point in midwinter. 
The ancients, by measuring the length of 
the shadow cast by a vertical stick on dif­ 
ferent days of the year, arrived a t surpris­ 
ingly correct results aa to tbe length of the 
year. 
In 450 B. C.. Democritus asserted 
the year to be 3fi5i days lop», •Vatc'i is 
w ithin Bbout eleve» minfites of the troth. 
A nolii05 ti);;eniou8 device for tho same 
purpose was that of the Egyptian astrono­ 
mers, who set tip a wheel parallel to the 
plane of the equator. W hen the sun was 
in this plane the shadow of the sunw ard 
side of tho wheel would be exactly inter­ 
cepted bv ihe other, and the interval be­ 
tween two such occurrences would measure 
the year. Owing to the Cm that the snn 
does not cri ss tho celestial equator in the 
same place each year, this year, which 
measures the seasons, is a levy m inutes 
Shorter than the exact tim e of the earth s 
motion around the aim.—Prqf. l*aac Sharp- 
leu, in Popular Scieneo Monthly for A ujvü.

A correspondent of tha California Archi­ 
tect called attention, some tim e since, to 
the ¡m ponance of ca.enlating for the sixes 
of rooms, when building, in accordance 
with the standard widths of carpets. Bays 
th e correspondent: It is easy to cut off or 
turn under a few inches of carpet, but ex­ 
pensive and bothersome to add that much. 
Even where a room is one inch too wide 
for a carpet, it is very anuoying and ex­ 
pensive. 
In 
mo6t 
cases 
a inom ent’a 
thought on the part of the architect would 
remedy these 
quite 
expensive defects 
Take a room 4 by 5 yards, an even 20 
square yards cover it. 
But suppose this 
room 4 vards and 3 inches by 5 yards and 
3 inches, and your carpet of a large and 
showy pattern, from 25 to 30 yards are re­ 
quired. 
As Brussels carpets are mostly 
used and ingrains are more easily patched, 
the principal rooms should be made to fit 
the even sixes of Brussels. You have nice 
double parlors, and you choose a nice 
Brussels and flnu your center widths just 
one or two inches too narrow to meet your 
borders, and even one inch compels awk 
ward (latching and perhaps from $20 to $50 
extra expenae. T his cannot in all esses be 
avoided, but in the vast m ajority of cases 
rooms and halls can be made the right sue 
for carpeta, and ought to be. 
A nother 
point—try to fit a carpet around a door 
casing with heavy molding, and you have 
to cut and fold and twist, and then yon 
leave an unsightly, dust-catching comer, rs 
you cannot m ake the carpet fit neadv 
around such moldings. 
Now, Mr. Arcbi 
tect and Carpenter, let a woman give you a 
very useful lees'-u : Do not let such mold 
inge touch the floor; leave about a quarter 
of an inch space and then the carpet ran be 
neatly slipped under them . 
Nearly all 
rooms have to be carpeted, not once, but 
every tew year* ; and carpets have to be 
put ¿own at least once a year, and many 


long before. A t fir.-», ju st as wim ¡lie five 
cent piece, the public laughed at the new 
idee., and thought nothing could be dona 
w ith centa.

The second 
sum m er they thawed, tho following winter 
fruco solid again. 
All t >e articles named 
prest-nfed the same appearance its though 
freshly canned, and their flavor was :<s 
m od when the last can w as eat- n as in the 
lir-t m onth. 
It sh-iold be understood tb st 
these were first-class canned goods, and 
from dealers of stnniiiug and reliability. 
Cranberry Banco, preserved damsons, pre­ 
served 
peaches 
and 
fruit 
bu:tors 
suffered certain 
changes 
from 
candy­ 
ing, 
etc., 
which 
detracted 
somo- 
w hat from their flavor, though not mate­ 
rially «V 
Dealers n Micli preserves pre- 
riieted that such conditions ami changis 
would occur. 1 had also canned turnips, 
squash, beets imd carrots as well ta pine­ 
apple», cherries, grapes, oiams, shrim ps and 
crabs, which, although not subjected to 
such ex trem e tem peratures as the forego­ 
ing. yet froze and thaw ed repeatedly w ith­ 
out injury. 
No can of any kind except n 
few, say half a dozen of fruit blitters, was 
ever burst by action of cold or heat. 
No 
illness of any kind occurred prior to our 
r tveiit, and those most inclined to canr.od 
fruits and vegetables were the healthiest 
and stronges t of the party. I havo written 
thus fully in answer to your letter, from 
m y conviction th at the excellent quality 
and variety of canned provisions contrib­ 
uted m aterially to tha tincqualed health of 
m y comm and during tho two years we 
passed iu unparalleled high latitude. The 
im portance of good canned fruit and veg­ 
etables to parties unable io obtain the fresh 
aitinie cannot be overrated, ami so I speak 
with no uncertain tone on the subject.’1 


How to M ake Things Last. 
Every honseke per knows how carefnl 
treatm ent keeps table linen and household 
furniture. Girls do not always know or 
rem em ber that great care of their own little 
possessions will ofien enable them to dress 
nicely on very little money. A iftily sai g : 
” W hen I was a girl there wns one of my 
young friends who was distinguished tor 
• m aking her things last.’ 
H er dress, hats, 
gloves and ribbons were a marvel of dura­ 
bility. I used to wonder how she managed 
to m ake them last so w itbont their looking 
shabby, but I ceased to do so afrer 1 had 
vieited her at her own home. The reason 
why her clothes wore ho long was that elie 
took such good care of them . 
H er dretaes 
were brnshed nnd folded away carefully, 
and the slightest spot on them was re­ 
moved as soon as it was discovered.

There being no more room at Na­ 
ples to store there treasures, the excess of 
them is huddled together in the courtyards 
and houses o f Pom peii herself.

W h at the F a rm e rs M ust L o se by C lin g ­ 
ing to AVheat. 
T he low price of wheat, taken w ith the 
poor crop this veax, ought to awaken the 
land owners to the fact that an immediate 
change is necessary in the growing of 
.crops. 
_ 
T he days of high prices of grain have 
gone by and farmers m ust be willing to 
grow wheat at a cent a pound or change to 
other crops. 
W hat those crops shall be 
we arc not prepared to say, nor do wc be­ 
lieve they can be told by any one without 
a series of experiments. 
A sm ail piece of land ought to be set 
aside by farmers and experim ents made 
w ith a variety of crops. W e can do better 
ib a n grow wheat at a cent a pound, but 
w hat crops shaSl take the place of wheat 
rem ains to be proved by trial. 
W e believe a variety of crops m ust be 
-grown, for no one plant is equally adapted 
to the heavy black adobe lands, the rich 
loam y river bottom s and the gravelly soil 
■of the foothills. 
O n : advice is to plant and experim ent. 
T ry flax, hem p, castor beans, corn, alfalfa, 
rye, as well as others. Keep a careful rec­ 
ord of the area sown, the cost of tillage 
and the return from the crops. 
.->tu iv the question carefully and thor­ 
oughly. 
D on't give tip the lind and say 
yon -m .'t m ake i: pay, but search diligent­ 
ly for such a crop as your particular piece 
o f land will produce best and give you the 
largest returns. 
W heat growing to export 
should cease, and the sooner the better for 
every tanner in the State. as long as that 
cerca! rem ains at its present price. 
W heat at one cent a pound m eans the 
old 
house, tum ble down 
fencc3. 
poor 
clothes and endless debt. 
It m eans a 
lower value on iand, bard work, no vaca­ 
tion and a mortgage on the farm at 10 per 
cent, interest. 
Desperate diseases require desperate rem ­ 
edies, and wheat at a cent a pound is as 
bad as an incurable cancer or a bad case of 
consum ption. 
D on't wait a single week, but subscribe 
fo ra go-. 1 agricultura! paper, and see what 
has been done elsewhere, and then m ake 
som e trials of your own. Try something, 
try anything, try everything, but don’t 
continue to grow poorer and poorer by 
growing wheat at a cent a pound.— Oroville

C alifornia and Oregon Itailroad. 
{Yreka Journal, August 11th.J 
W e are reliably informed by different 
parties who have conversed with Chief 
Engineer Hood and 
Superintendent of 
Construction Strowbridgc, that it is the in­ 
tention to run the railroad through Y'reka. 
believing a shorter route can be obtained 
th an by the way of Willow Creek. 
A 
survey is to be again made through here, 
and 
the 
surveyors 
are 
expected iu 
this vicinity in a 
few 
days. 
Prob­ 
ably this determ ination may depend on 
th e result of the survev to be made, 
w hether the road will be so built or 
not, 
Hood made a survey through town 
m any years ago, before the road was com­ 
menced north of Marysville, and it has 
been generally stated that it was too ex­ 
pensive to build the road through Yreka. 
towards the K lam ath, in the direction of 
A udersou’s ferry, and to make a bend from 
the route via W illow Creek, would require 
six or seven miles extra road building, if 
not more. M any of our citizens have 
tirm lv believed that the route through town 
is the most direct, but had no knowledge 
w hether it would be the cheapest, which 
■a survev only can determine. W e ear­ 
nestly liope the report 
of 
the 
road 
building through 
town is a fixed fact, 
as we believe Yreka would then be­ 
come one of the num erous large cities 
to be built up on this coast by reason of the 
building of the railroad, which will connect 
with some six overland roads, between San 
Diego and Victoria. There will be large 
cities at Puget Sound, Portland will in ­ 
órense immensely, and Yreka, as the half­ 
way and principal end station of the Cali­ 
fornia road, cannot fail to tie a large place, 
with a prospect of a railroad extending 
from here to eastern Oregon, and eventually 
dow n the K lamath river to H um boldt Bay, 
as railroad building around m ountains is 
considered easier work than over u n ­ 
even ground with num erous streams to 
cross by bridges and expensive trestle- 
svork. 
W hen this road is completed, it 
w ill connect with the Canadian Pacific, 
N orthern Pacific, Oregon Short Line, Cen­ 
tral Pacific, A tlantic and Pacific and South­ 
ern Pacific. 
From every indication, and the assur­ 
ance of several men who have exam ined 
all the work on the railroad above Bailey’s, 
there can be no doubt of the grade being 
finished to Berryvale by the 1st of Novem­ 
ber. The grading is already well advanced 
up and down the Big canyon of the Sacra­ 
m ento river, and the m asonry, bridge and 
trestle work is also crowded with the great­ 
est energy to complete the track laying to 
the above point, which is only 3d miles 
south of Yreka. and 88 miles from Ashland, 
the term inus of the O. and C. Ii. R.

R a is in g W h e a t W it h o u t 
I r r ig a t io n . 
T he Virginia Chronicle say s: 
The Central 
Pacific Railroad Company are experim ent­ 
ing in raising cereals on the side bilis in 
W ashoe and other counties w ithout irriga­ 
tion, and have succeeded in raising fifteen 
bushels to the acre. 
The grains of wheat 
produced are very perfect, containing all 
the elements of good wheat, but are not 
large, though very solid. The straw is vert- 
clean, entirely free from ali appearance of 
ru st; in fact, in this regard, its appearance 
is remarkable, being a bright, golden color, 
while the heads are whollv free from rust.

In th a t C ountry. 
(St. James Gazette.) 
In Persia a girl m arries to fiil the place 
of her husband s confidant and friend; to 
rule his household, and, above all things, 
to be a m other of children. The marriages 
of the rich are generally dictated by policy, 
while those of the middle and lower classes 
are often arranged by liie parents. 
Love 
matches are the exception. 
Persians as a 
rule try to arrange tv hut they consider suit­ 
able matches for their children. Polygamy 
is the exception and not the rule, and 
where there are two or more wives there 
are two or more establishm ents. 
Neither 
lodgings, money, 
servants, clothes, nor 
jewels are held in common, and the only 
source of contention is the society of the 
husband. B ut the wives, instead of being 
jealous rivals, are usually th e best of 
friends. 
W hile it is quite true that theoretically 
a man can be rid of i.is wife by saying be- 
f re witnesses, " Thou art divorced,” yet 
practically to obtain a divorce in Persia is 
almost as difficult as it is in Europe. 
In 
Persia the poorest of women does not 
m arry without a settlement, which has to 
be made good iu case of divorce; and at 
her m arriage her relatives exact from the 
husband an acknowledgment ot a far 
larger portion than is actually paid to him . 
it i= the liability to pay tliK th - “ rnehr," 
that restrains the husband fir -n. divorce 
save on the strongest grounds. 
In cases 
where m utual disiuste is very strong, and 
divorce desired by both parties, the m atter 
is sim ply arranged by the wife agreeing not 
to exact the whole or even a part of tier 
settlem ent. There is another safeguard 
against frivolous divorce—a divorced man 
and woman does not find it easy to m ake 
a respectable marriage. 
The m arriage of first cousins is the favor­ 
ite union. The reason is, that cousins have 
been acquaintances and friends from child­ 
hood, while to ail the rest-of the world, 
save her brothers and sisters, the young 
girl is a veiled m ystery: so th at unless 
there is a m utual disinclination, or too great 
a disparity of age. the Persian youth loo’:- 
naturally to the “ daughter of my unci:- " 
as his future wife. 
Often the cousins are 
betrothed from childhood. 
As a tule, 
classes do not mingle in m arriage. The 
sons of m erchants wed m erchants’ daugh­ 
ters, the your.g tradesman mates with his 
like, and so w ith the members of the serv­ 
ant and soldier classes. 
But in Persia, as everywhere else, extra­ 
ordinary personal attractions soon become 
know n' and have their advantage. The 
beauty of the lower or m iddle classes need 
not aspire in vain. The m other of the 
King'.- eldest and favorite son, the most 
powerful m an in I'erria, was the daughter 
of a miller, who caught the Shah's eye 
while washing clothes at the brook side. 
M any a poor and handsome girl is wedded 
without portion for her beauty’s sake. 
The young wife does not imm ediately 
assume th .■ responsibilities of her position. 
Carefully tended as a bride for the first 
year of her wedded life, she willingly re­ 
mains under the tutulage of her inotlter-in- 
law if she have one, or If she be the daugh­ 
ter of a widow her m other usually accom­ 
panies her to her 
new 
establishm ent. 
Mothers in-law have a better tim e in Persia 
than in some other countries. There they 
are regarded as the natural guardians of 
the inexperienced bride, and the proper 
care-takers of the young m other and her 
infant offspring. 
From the m other-in-law 
is learned the arts of housekeeping. Under 
her eyes all purchases are made from the 
huckster or a female peddler, for a visit to 
the bazar by a young wife before she has 
blessed her husband with children would 
be considered a scandal among the upper, 
m iddle or tradesm an class. 
Oniy among 
the very poor or the villagers does the 
young wife, save on ceremonial occasions, 
leave the shadow of her husband'sroof-tree 
during the first year of her marriage. 
But the first year of wifehood lias passed 
away, and relatives and friends have been 
sum m oned to celebrate the happy birth of 
a son or daughter. 
If the former, then in ­ 
deed is the position of tiie wife a happy 
one. .She receives the congratulations of 
her friends and acquaintances and holds 
high festival. 
H er husband dignities her 
by the title of " Mother of H assan," or 
whatever the little one's nam e may be. and 
from that day her own name is no longer 
used. If she is only blessed with a daughter, 
stil! she is not cursed with sterility, that 
terror of the Oriental w om an; and she 
may hope that heaven m ay yet bless her 
with a son. 
Consulted in all matters, the Persian wife 
is her husband’s trusted confidant and 
counselor. 
" But she is veiled, the paor 
thing, closely veiled 1" exclaims the pity­ 
ing English woman. 
Yes, she is veiled. 
And loath would th eb e to part w ith what 
she looks on as a distinction and a privi­ 
lege. 
To her the veil is the badge of m od­ 
esty and the token of respectability. 
And has she any accomplishments, any 
education : or is she merely the m other of 
the children ? These questions are easily 
answered. M any of the Persian middle- 
class women are highly educate'! accord­ 
ing to Oriental ideas 
Thev read and often 
w rite poetry : they sing and play, as a rule, 
well, and are mistresses of all the arts of 
plain and fancy needlew ork; pastry m ak­ 
ing and confectionery are among their 
pleasures. 
The accomplishm ents of the 
poor ones are naturally of a m ore useful 
kind. They are good cooks and bread 
bakers : they m ake the c'.othes of the en­ 
tire household; they often are able to add 
largely to the daily income by their know l­ 
edge of some business or trade, and none of 
them are idle.

S an ta B a rb a ra M ission C entennial. 
The Mission 
of 
Santa Barbara was 
founded September 3, 1786. The above 
scrap of history is gleaned from the sketch 
of Santa Barbara written ten years ago by 
Judge C. E. Huse. and is presum ed to refe'r 
to the commencement of Mission Church 
services at the Presidio here, before the 
Mission building was erected. 
In the his­ 
torical sketch o f California Missions, pub­ 
lished in the San Francisco Chronicle A u­ 
gust 28, 1884, on tiie occasion of the cen­ 
tenary celebration in honor of the memory 
of Father Junípero, December 4,-1786. is 
given as the time of the founding of the 
Santa Barbara Mission. 
A disagreement 
with the secular authorities having been 
settled," said the Chronicle, " President 
Lasuen went down to the Presidio at the 
end of October with two of the newly- 
arrived 
friars and superintended active 
preparations for the new Mission, which 
was to be form ally dedicated on the 1th 
of December. 
On that day the cross 
was 
raised 
and 
blessed, 
and 
that 
day. the festival of Santa Barbara, Virgin 
and Martyr, is regarded as the day of the 
mission's regular foundation, though the 
ceremonies were not completed on account 
of the Governor's absence and his order to 
suspend operations until his arrival. On 
the 16th the first mass was said by Father 
Peterna. a sermon was preached" by Las­ 
uen and then the foundation was" com­ 
pleted. 
W hichever of these dates is cor­ 
rect, the Santa Barbara mission will soon 
celebrate its centennial. Santa Barbara, the 
virgin andynartyr, was the daughter of one 
Diascorer, who lived once upon a time in 
Asia Minor, a cruel idolater who gave his 
daughter to be tortured for her ahhorencc 
to Christianity and cut off her head with 
his own hand, after she uad borne u n ­ 
flinchingly the most cruel torments. She 
was and is still the patron saint of artillery­ 
m en in the Spanish arm }. and the powder 
magazines on men of-wkr often bear her 
nam e.—Santa Barbara Press.

State o; California, a: its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January. 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two 
third* of a'.’, the members elected to each o? the 
two Houses o: said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight. Ten and klevenof Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 


AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 


Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises an 
other matters and tilings, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this 3iate, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
frnit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided inrtJut, that railroads shall be taxed a- 
provided iu Seciion Ten oí thi-> article: and, 
provided further, that the Legislature mav pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of snip- 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled :n 
this oiatc. or may tax sucn ships and vessels on 
their ^ros6or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgag ­ 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona Süe residents of this State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Asses-or, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
dv such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, a t’twelve o’clock meridian, on the 
first Monday in March. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, a» hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, iu the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed. 
raiLs, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenance- and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of sucn railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day ot December lost 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed bv said Board; pro»ided. however, that 
the Legislature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads arc situated partly within this 
State and partly without this State, the gross aa- 
nual earnings thereof .^hall be ascertained and 
determined by taking 


P int— The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, nave been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Second—The gross earning- which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within tht* 
State anil partly without this State, which shai. 
be ascertained 'by apportioning such earnings 
between this State and other Sta»es o: Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railroad lituated in this State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, I»ears to*"he 
whole num ber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings havr been made. Th? pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 


shall be added to the earnings made ghvily 
w ith.u the State, and the total thus , ^ 
shall lie taken and deemed to be the groas ILm* 
ings o: such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose of this 
•ection, except for the p urpose of a.*»ccrtaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the • amir.gs made wholly within this State, 
ali railroads operated a- one system shall be 
■rented as on- road 
One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
sha.i become part of tne General Fund of this 
State, and two thir is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or canotiés in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the :a:«- 
i road operated in the several counties. For the 
i purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
count; 2»iia 11 be treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, association partnership, person or per­ 
sons. unlawfully failing o: refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same snail be­ 
come due. or w ithin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for together with such penalties 
aa the 1 egislature may impose for the non-pay­ 
m ent thereof, -hall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this sec tion de.-ignated. and may 
!>e enforced in such m anner as the Legislature 
may by la-■ prescribe. Ail railroads, §o far a* 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything m 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, a^ far as they are* situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, .-hall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purpose-» the -ame as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything iu this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
Sec. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
association - or companies, resident or doing 
business in this .State, or any one or more of 
them, in -uch cases and amounts and in such 
m anner us shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
w ithin this State shall have power, by injtmc 
(ion or otherwise, to interfere with, binder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form o f law, except upon a showing that the 
same property has been taxed more than once 
lor the same purpose in the same year, and then 
onl; upon payment to th Tax Collector, or into 
< ourt, of a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property in question; 
provide!, that in a.l cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the Tax Collect t to ’recover il­ 
legal taxe- paid under protc-t. All such actions 
must lie commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have l^een paid.* It shall be 
the duty of the Court- in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tion-. and sue h taxes so raid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax t oilector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shah have been finally decided.
